A decided change has come over the spirit of 
the turfmen’s dreams since the passage of the 
Percy-Gray bill has become a possibility, As 
amended, the bill will now evidently place such 
safeguards around the sports of the turf that 
it will be impossible for the gambling element 
to have in the future any such ascendancy as it 
has had in the past. 

. The bill itself, in the opinion of many experts, 
will fill the requirements of the law. This is all 
that is needed. The amendment to the consti- 
tution, they argue, was not intended to do away 
with racing. It aimed at gambling, which was 
rapidly bringing racing into disrepute. There 
are many persons who believe that racing cannot 
exist without the immense revenue derived 
from the bookmakers for privileges. It may not 
be conducted on the former lavish scale. The 
stakes and purses will not be so large, but the 
racing will be just as good, if not better. Horses 
will race for the purses only. They will not be 
reserved for special events or until such times 
as the odds suit the owner. 

Racing and trotting. properly conducted, are 
two of the most popular and attractive out- 
door recreations of the people. There seems 
no reason why under this bill both sports 
should not be properly conducted. Naturally 
some of the racing people who enjoyed rev- 
enues from betting privileges under the Ives 
bill may object that the provisions as to 
gambling in the Percy-Gray bill are more se- 
vere than need be. But the gentlemen who 
framed the bill, and who have gone into the 
matter carefully, are evidently of the opinion 
that severe measures are needed. 

Despite such objections as have been raised. 
the bill seems likely to accomplish about all 
the Jockey Club, as well as the reformers, asked 
for in the way of purification of the sport. Fur- 
thermore, it seems to bea fair, just and equita- 
ble measure, calculated to foster the breeding 
and agricultural interests of the State. It 
ought, therefore, to have the cordial support of 
the Representatives and Senators when it 
comes up for final disposition,

Guire were returning home recently from church ser- 
vice, and when they reached a deserted corner this man 
appeared.

The young women screamed and called 
for help, but the man did not seem to care.

road and disappeared. The women hastened home and 
told their relatives of their experience, and several men 
tried to find the man. 

Raymond Daniels, of Montclair, N. J., who was call- 
ing upon Miss Van Winkle one night, looked out of the 
front window and saw the man looking in and throw- 
ing kisses to the young woman. This angered Daniels, 
who ran to the front door and out into the street, but 
the man had disappeared. 

“He got away,” said Daniels, “the quickest I ever 
saw, and [ actually believe he had wings.” 

Daniels searched for half an hour with his revolver in 
hand, and finally abandoned the hunting expedition. 

Mrs. Griffith and Mrs. Boyd were passing by a drive- 
way when the man jumped directly in front of them.

Mr. Griffith, before starting out, glanced out of the 
window and saw the man on the roof of a piazza, at the 
home of Mrs. Buttle.

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Independence of spirit when the same 
is not carried to extremes or to the extent 
where the action is likely to redound to the

ssion, for her situation in life was such that she was 
ver compelled to seek her own livelihood by labor of 
ay kind.

haste, found the pair liv- 
ing comfortably in the 
suburbs, and was accord- 
ed very flattering wel- 
come by both when he 
called at their house. 

All overtures leading 
to a reconciliation how- 
ever, were spurned by 
the woman who stated 
very emphatically that 
under no circumstances 
would she consent to renew the old relations. When he 
spoke of his rights as her husband she informed him that 
he had a remedy, and when asked to explain she said 
that the law, if applied to, would release and make him 
a free man again. Finding that his errand was useless 
he returned to this city, and through his attorney filed 
a bill for divorce placing his claim for a revocation of 
the marriage on the ground of desertion. 

Proper service was made upon the respondent, a mes- 
senger being sent to her home in Washington for that 
purpose, but no defense whatever was entered by the 
wife. In fact, she approved of her husband’s course In 
a communication sent him, and now on file with the 
records, in which she offered to furnish any evidence in 
her power that would enable him to be successful in the 
undertaking. 

In the absence of any opposition the application re- 
ceived the affirmative approval of the referee, and this 
was confirmed by the court last week, which issued the 
decree severing the bonds which has held them as man 
and wife in name only for more than two years.

Professor Thomas Eakins, the well-known 
artist and sculptor, was recently dismissed from his 
position as lecturer on artistic anatomy at the Drexel 
Institute, at Philadelphia, Pa. The direct cause of his 
dismissal was his exhibition of a nude model before a 
class of students at the institute, which is composed 
equally of young men and women, and his action in do- 
ing so has created the sensation of the day in art and 
educational circles. 

Professor Eakins was employed by President James 
MacAlister and Director Clifiord P. Grayson, of the 
institut, last January, and he began his series of lec- 
tures on February 18. The fact that he had retired 
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from a responsible position in the Academy of the Fine 
Arts in Philadelphia some years ago did not count 
against him in the minds of the officials at the Institute, 
because of his recognized ability and the only stipulation 
made with bim was that he should not exhibit nude 
models before mixed classes during his lectures. It is 
said that the Professor agreed to this provision in the 
verbal contract between himself and President Mac- 
Alister, but this point is in dispute In the present sensa- 
tional discussion. 

Professor Eakins entered with much spirit into his 
work, and his class of fifty students, twenty-five of 
whom were ambitious young women, made rapid pro- 
gress in the study of artistic anatomy, A special course 
of fifteen lectures were started only a few days ago, and 
models of both sexes were engaged by Professor Eakins, 
to pose before the class while he lectured on their good 
points. Everybody in the institute except the professor 
say that they understood that there were to be plenty 
of clothes on the models, and that the lectures them- 
selves would not differ in the matter of propriety from 
those which had gone before. 

One afternoon last week the big class in artistic anat- 
omy assembled as usual and Professor Eakins came be- 
fore them to deliver one of the lectures in the new 
series. President MacAlister, who usually attends all 
lectures at the Institute, was unavoidably absent, and 
one of the women teachers took his place in charge of 
the class, The model was a good-looking and well- 
formed young man, who makes it his business to dis- 
play bis physical perfections to art students In this and 
other cities. During the first part of the lecture Pro- 
fessor Eakins exhibited his model stripped to the waist, 
and he talked entertainingly of the muscles on the neck 





andarms, He then began to remove, as the lecture

Have you seen them? 

Well, you should. 

I refer to the New Casino ballet girls. 

They are as sweet and fresh and pretty a lot of girls as 
I have ever seen gathered together; and as I watched 
the beautiful effect produced by that little army of well- 
rounded limbs, executing the dainty steps and impos- 

‘sible kicks with undulating grace, I didn’t blame the 
boys in the front row for adjusting their monocles, nor 
the shiny bald pates for bobbing restlessly up and down. 

They were beautiful, collectively and individually, 
and I fourd myself envying the old beaux and the 
young ones, for I, too, wanted to present myself at the 
stage door with a bouquet and an invitation for supper 
for one of those adorable little creatures in snowball 
skirts and pink silk fleshings. 

But I gotas near to them asI could, and the next day, 
during rehearsal hour, I found myself in the very midst 
of the whole buzzing, laughing, chattering Casino ballet. 

These girls range from sixteen to twenty 
years (with just a couple of ancient exceptions); 
and some of them, I verily believe, would not 
be sixteen were it not for Mr. Gerry. The 
question of the mashers, therefore, is a compar- 
atively new one to them, and furnishes ample 
opportunities for merriment. 

“We don’t like them; of course we don’t;’’ 
said one little girl who was rehearsing in a bicy- 
cle suit, and a dainty, white hand came down 
with emphasis on the fluffy woolen bloomers. 

“Oh, Mamie!” said another little dark beauty, 
opening wide her brown eyes and shaking her 
soft, brown curis, “‘what a fib!’ 

Then everybody laughed and talked in con- 
cert, and some liked the boys and some didn’t; 
but it depended mostly upon the boy, and, in- 
cidentally, the size of his bump of generosity. 

The subject of mashers is one with which 
every chorus and ballet girl is familiar. From 
the first night, when she makes her de- 
but behind the footlights until the end 
of her stage career—no matter how long 
that career may be—the mashers are 
always willing and ready to haunt the 
stage door, It does not seem to damp- o) 

* en their ardor if the girl happens to be 
nearing fifty. ‘There is one girl I know 
of who is certainly forty years old. She 
is homely, so thin and bony as to be 
painful to look at, and her hair, teeth, and complexion 
are purchased in the shops. But she makes up well on 
the stage, smiles back at the mashers whenever she 
thinks there is no fear of detection, and when she goes 
out at the stage door after the performance, there are 
alwaysa number of beaux waiting to carry her off to 
supper—not, perhaps, to champagne and truffles. 

Few of the champagne Johnnies will be found dawd- 
ling about stage doors, but fellows who will buy them 
rarebits and old ale. 

If the same girl were behind a counter in one of the 
retail shops she would never be favored with a glance 
from a pair of masculine eyes, and a smile from a mus- 
tached lip would never come her way. 

It some of the enthusiastic, persistent mashers who 
come night after night, fascinated by the tinsel and glit- 
ter of footlights, could be brought for a tour behind the 
scenes, around ’mongst the piled-up properties and into 
the stuffy dressing-rooms, where grease and paint and 
powder abound, they would devote more time to their 
wives, their flancees, and their own business in general. 

Managers do not like the mashers, and the best and 
most effective way to get rid of them would bé. to have 
receiving days behind the scenes. Such realistic object- 
lessons as these would be of incalculable value, not alone 
to the managers, but would be highly appreciated by the 
ballet and chorus girls, too. 

Miss Elsie Porter is a very frank, earnest sort of girl. 
A girl with views, and not at all afraid of expressing 
them. She does not tell you, with a coy blush, that she 
doesn’t know what a masher is. Indeed, if you asked 
her, she would probably admit that she has taken many 
delightful suppers with them. But that they area sec- 
ondary consideration to work, Miss Porter assures you 
with emphasis. 

And not less emphatic comes the merry quotation that 

“All work and no play 
Makes Jack a dull boy.’ 

One of the prettiest little girls in the Casino chorus is 
Emilie Major. She is a sweet little girl, with dark hair 
and eyes, and she assures you solemnly that she is just 
sixteen. Perhaps she is, but most girlsof sixteen have 
done considerable more growing. Miss Emilie is the 
girl with the French doll face who forms the centre of 
the tableau in the snowball ballet. Here are her views 
on mashers: 

“Mashers, like all other things in the world, vary in 
kind. Some kinds I like very much—others I don’t. 
There is the bald-headed kind, that winks at one from 
the front row. This kind I don’t like; they’re too apt to 
be patronizing. 

“There’s the shop salesman kind, with monocle and 
high collar, who never has the change; I don’t like that 
kind. 

. ‘se the law clerk kind, who means well, but 
hasn't got the price; and the bookmaker kind, who has 
got the price, but doesn’t mean well—both these Kinds 
are drugs on the market,

“Then there’s the timid young man, who sends flow- 
ers, but doesn’t quite dare venture further; I like him. 
I wish there were more of him. 

“And last, and, unfortunately, least in numbers, is the 
man whom some of the reigning beauties tell about. 
They admit he’s scarce, and in reminiscent moods they 
are apt to admit, with touching pathos, that he’s past. 

“I don’t believe he ever existed, except in fiction. He 
wears iron-gray hair and whiskers, soft tweed clothes 
to match, bas an air of impres«ive solidity which fla- 
vors of bank or exchange, and usually a grown-up-son 
or two, whom he would just as lief avoid. This species 
is very popular in the dressing room. There are few 
who have not known him and felt his beneficent touch 
in times gone by. 

“There are beautiful verbal pictures made of him al- 
most nightly, and he is invariably painted with a halo 
of diamond rings, necklaces, baskets of orchids and 
Delmonico suppers floating about his iron-gray head. 
I cannot give a vivid description of the species myself, 
for Iam not acquainted with it. 

“Perhaps there will be a renaissance somie time, and 
I'll come tn for some of the spoils. When it comes, 
however, I fear there’ll be rust on the iron-gray locks 
and tarnish on some of the gold. The truffles, too, 
may have grown cold while waiting—and so may I. 

“But the real, bona-fide mash- 
er of to-day is an exceedingly 
ordinary being, and comes very 
far, in the language of the street, 
from being all he’s cracked up to 
be.”’ 

Miss Emillie’s elder sister, 
Maude Major, is a womanly girl, 
who jealously guards her pretty 
little sister, and teaches her to 
look upon stage life as a means 
for earning their livelihood and 
a possible opening for better 
things. 

Mits Major has a sweet face, 
with wonderful big, dark eyes,) 


which light up with a 
world of love and ten- 
derness when she looks 
at her little sister. The 
subject of mashers was 
ope on which she had 
decided views, and 
here they are as she 
wrote them herself: _ 

“Mashers are a large 


life. Be she pretty or 

homely, it matters not, 

she will have the same difficulty with the ‘mashers’ to 
contend with and overcome. The latter she does not 
always do. 

“Indeed, it is not always the case that she wants to, 
and that is what makes it harder for the other girls who 
teally mean to do right. If all the girls of a company 
would pledge themselves to snub the ‘chappies’ who 
hang about, in a week we would have a free passage out 
of the stage door, and the mashers would understand 
that we mean business, and leave us alone. A girl 
must enter the ballet at a very early age if she expects 
to amount to anything, for it is an art which requires 
uolimited practice and perseverance, and, indeed, per- 
fection has never yet been reached. 

“Therefore, when girls first enter the ballet they are 
too young to be able to discriminate for themselves, 


and are all too likely to feel flattered by the attentions. 


of men whom they consider in love with them, but who 
are merely in love with the fascinating glitter of the 
stage. 

“The intentions of mashers are seldom, if ever, hon- 
orable. I know of but one instance where a masher 
married a chorus girl, and the match was a most dis 
heartening failure. Her tastes were so unlike his, be- 
cause of her bohemian life upon the stage, and he was 
so thoroughly unreasonable and jealous of her, that life 
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became unbearable to both, and after securing a separa- 
tion she came back among us and gave us many valua- 
ble nuggets of good, sound advice. 

“*Don’t have anything to do with mashers, girls,’ 
she said, ‘for their intentions are seldom honest, and if 
they are, it will be all the worse tor you, for when a 
man becomes infatuated with a chorus girl or a dap- 
seuse from seeing ber under the glure of the footlights, 
it is not the girl that he is fascinated with, but her asso- 
clations—the whole glittering tout ensemble, and when 
he takes the girl away from her glittering surroundings 
he usually finds out bis mistake, but at a bitter cost to 
both.’ 

“Ballet and chorus girls do marry, and very often 
lead perfectly happy domestic lives, but this is only 
when they marry men in their own walk of life; men 
who, as a rule, cannot afford to support a wife on their 
own salaries, and so the two work together, suppert- 
ing themselves, both their ambitions pointing toward 
the same goal. 

“Marriage, however, is a condition which seldom en- 
ters the mind of the masher in connection with the ‘foot- 
light fairies,’ as he is wont to call us, and the less the 
coryphees have to do with the mashers the better off 
they will be.” 

There are numbers of pretty girls in the Casino ballet 

j who do not like mash- 
ers and who have had 
very disagreeable ex- 

: periences with them. 

Anna Wilson, a love- 
ly little dark - eyed 
beauty, shook her soft 
black curls and said 

that if any more mash- 
ers bothered her when 
she left the theatre, she 
would apply for the 
privilege of carrying a 
gun. One night last 
week, when little Miss 
Wilson left the theatre, 
well bundled up in furs 





and minding her own 





business, a “horrid man” 
caime up and walked be- 
side her and endeavored 
to make her talk. Anna 
was not loquacious, how- 
ever, and made no re- 
plies, believing that to be 
the easiest way out of the 
difficulty. 

The masher was en- 
couraged, and by the 
time they reached the 
corner he was boldly try- 
ing to make a bargain 
‘ for one of Anna’s red 
ripe kisses. Little Miss Wilson, with forethought far 
beyond her years, smiled sweetly upon him until his 
blond mustaches were very near her face, and thena 
firm little hand went down with terrific force upon 
“his insolent cheek.” And he troubled her no more. 

All the girls have had experiences of one kind and 
another (for the Snowball Ballet is very popular), and 
all were willing to relate them. Some, indeed, were in 
favor of the mashers, and reflected credit upon them, 
the girls urging that “they mean no harm.” 

But Mr. Rivers doesn’t call rehearsals for the swap- 
ping of anecdotes and experiences, and as the cry ot 
“Come, come, ladies, all ready,” rang across the stage. 
they all shouted goodby and scrambled to their places 
in the wings.

hangings will take place before long. Several pers: 
are under suspicion and these will be arrested.

Rumsey, an old-time sporting man, whose home is 
Cleveland, Ohio, but who is making a cireuit of 
globe.

DEeaR Sirns—As my route was changed in London 0» 
my trip around the world, I have decided to go by th. 
way of Colombo, China and Japan instead of by Aus 
tralia, the trip concluding at San Francisco on April 4, 
1895. 

My experience since leaving New York on Dec. 1, 
bas certainly been interesting. From Queenstown | 
went to Cork, Killarney, through the lakes to the Gap 
of Donloe. In Dublin met Tony Sage, who 
is the leading sporting man there and a pa- 
tron of the PoLICE GAZETTE. Nothing is tx 
good for any American who calls on Sage. 
T also visited Belfast and was kept busy tel! 
ing Mr. Fox’s townsmen of his new building 
and his wonderful success asa publisher in 
New York. I visited Londonderry, Glasgow, 
Edinborough, Carlisle, Manchester, Liver 
pool, Birmingham, Stratford-on-Avon, Ox 
ford and London. Here I met Jem Mace 
whom I had not seen for twenty-five years, 
He sparred at Butler’s benefit. Although 
sixty-four years old he is well and hearty but 
like many others bas not taken care of his 
worldly possessions. 

I met all the fighters in England, old and 
young, and strange to say, the country has 
not got a good man in any class. 

From London I went to Paris but found 
that sport did not flourish there as well as in 
other parts of the Continent. I went to Gen- 
evieve, Milan, Vienna, Florence, Rome and 
Naples. 

At Rome, through the kindness of Mon- 
signor D. J. O'Connell, I saw His Holiness, 
the Pope. I left Naples fur Alexandria, 
Egypt, by the P. & O. line and went from there to 
Jaffa Bay and thence to Jerusalem. I also visited the 








River Jordan and the Dead Sea. The accompanying 


portrait of myself on the donkey was taken at Jerusa 
lem. My experiences there were not particularly pleas 
ing. The place, customs and manners of the people 
have not changed in two thousand years. The sanitary 
arrangements of the city are bad, the food is worse, and 
any man who visits there does well to get away witb 
his life. 

From the Holy Land I went back to Port Said, thence 
tothe city ofCairo. Here we met hundreds ot Americans 
the weather was beautiful, nothing but sunshine aud 
flowers. I am now on my return journey and hope tc 
see you in the near future.

Widow Quintain is a slender creature of the blond 
type, with dull eyes and sallow complexion.

She recently got a friend, by the name of Anna Goode, 
Who is about twenty years old aud a bleached blonde. 
Will you be surprised if I tell you how many men I 
counted going into the house one afternoon and even- 
ing? Just nine, and they all looked like prosperous 
‘siness men, of families, too. 

“I heard them go up stairs. There were dark men 
id there were blonde men. It makes me sick to hear 
em. Iam curious to know what they say, you know, 
1d ITean hear everything in my room. It is abomin- 
le! I have hammered my fist on the wall until I im- 
‘gined the blood was going to come from it. Do you 
ut to see the hole I put in the plaster by hammering 
‘8S Way? Finding this was of no avail I got a shoe and 
“atthe wall with it until I got tired. It seemed to 
‘use them, for they laughed at me most exasperat- 
gly. 
“This condition of affairs has prevailed for a long 
me, and I assure you | have not had a good sleep ina 
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month, the orgies continuing every night. Monday 
morning I determined to worry them when they went 
to sleep.

George 
Chase and Ferdinand, her physicians, bave 
ordered her to move from the neighbor- 
hood. Mrs. Quintain refuses to budge. The 
“Al,” Charlie and Lewin mentioned in the 
dramatis personnae are well known among 
Mrs. Quintain’s callers.

RICHARD K. FOX INTERVIEWED. 


Mr. Richard K. Fox, the well known New York pub- 
lisher, apd a man who has done more to advance the 
interests of glove contests in this country than apy other 
person, arrived in this city yesterday, accompanied by 
his wife, and will spend several days at the Ebbitt 
House. Mr. Fox is a handsome and genial gentleman, 
and gives the impression at a glance of being a man ot 
keen business instincts.

“Iam on my way home from Jacksonville,” he said, 
“where I spent the past six weeks. People down there 
are very enthusiastic over the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight, 
and will exert a powerful influence to have the match 
take place in that city. 

“I would like to haveit go to Jacksonville, and Cor- 
bett is ofthe same mind, although I believe Fitzstia- 
mons would prefer to fight at New Orleans. There is an 
abundance of money back of the scheme to bring it off 
in Jacksonville, and that is where I think it will go. 
New Orleans, however, will make a hard fight for it, 
and the matter will probably be settled during the sum- 
mer, I do not think there will be any trouble about the 
fight. The same building in which Corbett fought be- 
fore is standing in the old Fair grounds at Jacksonville, 
and could be used again. Corbett has a legion of friends 
down there, just as he has every where. 

“By the way,” said Mr. Fox, changing the subject 
slightly. “I have instructed my agents in New York 
to order a new belt, to cost about $2,500, and to be as 
nearly as it is possible to make it like the championship 
belt which was stolen in Davenport, Iowa. Corbett 
feels very bad)y over the loss of the belt, not on account 
of its intrinsic value, but it was a trophy which had 
been battled fora great many times. It will probably 
never be recovered, and as Corbett wauts to retire after 
the next fight, he wants atrophy of some kind, and I 
will provide it.”—-T7he Washington Post, March 19, 1896.

SOME PUGILISTIC SMALL TALK.

Owing to a lack of sufficient time and space 
to more than chronicle the details of the fight between Kilrain and 
O'Donnell in Boston, on March 18, I was perforce compelled to omit 
any reference to an accompanying incident, in which John L. Sul- 
livan figured to a large, conspicuous and boozy extent. Sullivan 
was very much in evidence during the evening. When he entered 
the hall his presence was announced by sundry whisperings and nod- 
ding references; but it was noticeable that not a voice was raised in 
weloome, and when the ‘Pride of Boston” took his seat the only 
remarks heard had reference alone to his drunken condition. He 
eontented himself with quietly watching the preliminary bouts, but 
when Kilrain entered the building the big fellow expressed a desire 
to shake hands with his old rival, whom he bad not spoken to since 
that eventful day at Richburg, Miss,, when they fought for champion- 
ship honors. 

A trusted henchman carried word to Kilrain of Sullivan's desire to 
meet him, but the former, in no gentle tones, assured the messenger 
that he had no desire to see his old enemy, and bid the attendants at 
the door of his dressing-room not to admit him. 

John L.; in his inebriated condition, failed to appreciate the slur, 
but in his brusque manner, threatening to punch anybody who im- 
peded his way, he forced himself into Kilrain’s room and made him- 
self obnoxious and offensive to every one, including Kilrain, who 
ignored him. 

When Kilrain took his corner in the ring John L. took a seat be- 
hind him, and during the fight tried to advise the veteran, acoom- 

his remarks with offensive utterances, which reflected upon 
O'Donnell, Corbett, Delaney and the whole Brady constituency. 

The real trouble began when in his drunken rage at Referee Patsy 
Sheppard's delay in awarding a decision, he climbed upon the stage 
and in a threatening attitude, tried to bulldoze Sheppard into giving 
the honors to Kilrain. Delaney objected to this proceeding and 
mildly alluded to the ex-champion as a ‘‘mutton head.” This en- 
raged Sullivan beyond measure, and he made a dash across the 
stage towards 0’ Donnell's corner, but willingly permitted himself to 
be intercepted and restrained by his friends, when he saw Corbett's 
trainer waiting to receive him. Everybody expected a free fight, but 
there wasn’t any. All the fight was taken out of Sullivan when he 
saw with what cool determination everybody in O'Donnell's corner 
awaited his coming. ; 

After the fight the dining room of the Hotel Reynolds was the 
scene of another encounter, which, but for the big fellow's cowardice, 
might have resuffed more seriously. The latter caught sight of De- 
laney there, and bellowing like a mad bull, he dashed across the 
room until he got within a yard or two of Corbett’s trainer, when he 
paused. 

“Come on, you fat-headed bum, if you think you can fight,” sang 
out Delaney, and in an instant there was an uproar; everybody ex- 
pecting to see Sullivan rush in and annihilate the nervy little 
trainer, but he didn't. Delaney fixed him with a look, and as Steve 
O'Donnell got between the two men, Sullivan said in maudlin tones: 
“Don't hit me, Steve!"’ 

At this exhibition of weakness on the part of America’s once fa- 
mous champion, the crowd laughed. Little Ike Weir, who was 
standing by, then became a target for the big fellow's abuse. He 
applied a filthy epithet to Weir and the latter retorted, supplementing 
bis remarks by calling Sullivan ‘‘a big drunken slob.” The latter 
ignored this, and turning with a pitiful whine to O'Donnell asked 
him to shake hands. Billy Brady yelled out ‘‘don't do it, Steve," 
but O'Donnell had already taken the big fellow's hand in his and 
was shaking it warmly, much to the disgust of those who had heard 
Sullivan express his opinion of the Australian. Some further ex- 
citement was anticipated, but the time was verging on to midnight, 
and as the New Yorkers were anxious to get the train for home, the 
company broke up.

Corbett isn’t so sure just now that Fitzsim- 
mons is sincere in hisdesire to ight. Last week, when he expressed 
himself so forcibly about the New Zealander having his money ready 
at the stipulated time, the latter hadn't met and quarreled with Jee 
Vendig in Washington. Now, Yendig represents the Jacksonville 
syndicate, which has bid $41,000 for the fight, and with whom Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons have signed to do business, in the event of a 
meeting. Fitzsimmons took advantage of a fancied grievance against 
Vendig, and called him a “‘skin” among other things. 

Corbett is of the opinion that Fitzsimmons provoked the quarrel so 
as to have a seemingly justifiable excuse for refusing to fight under 
the auspices of a club the members of which are inimical to him. 

The New Zealander, as everybody knows, evinces a preference for 
New Orleans as the scene of the battle, and it is confidently believed 
that if can he bring things about so that the Crescent City can be se- 
lected, certain people who are interested in the project will advance 
the remaining $5,000 of his share of the stake money. 

On. April 1, $1,000 for expenses is due to each of the principals, 
according to the agreement entered into with the Florida people; but 
Yendig says Fitzsimmons’ part will not be turned over to him until 
he has fulfilled his obligations by putting up the balance of his 
stake. This was the cause of the disagreement, and Fitz's anxiety 
to get ‘his bit’ proves conclusively that he thoroughly appreciates his 
obligations to the Florida Club, and that he knows he has no right 
to negotiate elsewhere until it is decided that the fight cannot be 
held under its auspices.

Captain Glori, the late manager of Bob Fitz- 
simmons, during the whole of the recent embroglio contented himself 
with posing as the under dog, giving his opponent the advantage of 
interviews that deified himself, and refiected ingloriously upon his 
late benefactor. Now Glori finds himself compelled to take a hand 
in the argument, and he does soin a manner that cannot fail to 
convince unprejudiced readers, that Fitzsimmons, no matter what 
else he may be, is an ingrate. Glori, in explanation of the trouble, 
says: 

“Fitzsimmons and I realized before the company was organized 
that if he could force Corbett to make a match with him that would 
make money for a show with which he was connected. When the 
time came for signing the articles of agreement and putting up the 
Grat stake deposit of $2,500, we had cleared $1,500 with our show 
already, $750 of which, of course, was mine according to our partner- 
ship agreement. I then skirmished around and got a friend to 
advance us $1,000, making the required sum for the first deposit. 
The show continued successfully and there was not much trouble in 
gathering the second $2,500. Meanwhile we reached St. Louis. Fits- 
simmons was throwing away all the money we made in the most 
reckless fashion. He was spending from $60 to $90 a week for hotel 
bills alone. He bought a diamond ring costing §350 and clothes 
worth $650. To aggravate matters, he had himself interviewed in 
several cities and stated that all of the money on deposit with the 
stakeboldcr for bis match with Corbett wes his alone, 


“I spoke to him about this and his extravagance. Then it was 
that he turned on me and used epithets that I could not afford to 
notice. He wanted me to break the agreement with him. This I 
consented to do if he would only refand me the §750 which I bad in 
the original stake. I got the richest cursing I ever got for my pains. 
For four months when he was without « cent I housed and fed him 
out of pure pity for his condition, and after 1 advanced the money to 
start out on the road again he takes the earliest opportunity to throw 
me down.” . 

Glori expresses the belief that Fitzsimmons is not of sound men- 
tal condition. “When I saw him last, in Baltimore, about « week 
ago, he was looking like a wreck,’ said Glori in an interview which 
sppeared in a local morning paper. ‘‘ His cheeks were thinned down. 
His eyes were sunken. He had « glassy stare and he walked in « 
shambiing style. In his present condition he would not last a round 
with Sullivan, to say nothing of Corbett. I tell you, Fits has aged 
five years in the last six months, and if he does not change his man- 
ner of living he will never step into the ring with Corbett—mach less 
fight him successfully. He is simply living too fast; that is all there 
is about it.’ 

Bignificent utterances are these from a man who ought to know 
what he is talking about. 


Apropos of Fitzsimmons’s difficulty to get 
together the $5,000 necessary to complete the amount of his stake 
money for his fight with Corbett, the latter very generously fur- 
nishes his whilom opponent with an idea, whereby he can get the 
amount without much seeming difficulty; providing he can make 
good his boasts regarding his ability to best 0’ Donnell. 

Corbett says he will bet $5,000, against the amount Fitzsimmons 
now has in Phil. Dwyer’s hands, that “Lanky Bob” cannot stop 
O'Donnell. 

Deapite O'Donnell’s poor showing against Kilrain, the champion 
has the utmost confidence in his ability and gameness. He told me 
the other evening that all his protege needed was a spirit of aggress- 
iveness, and he believed this quality could be cultivated. Delaney, 
too, also believes in O'Donnell; and says his failure to beat Kilrain 
in the second round of their contest was due to his refusal to obey in- 
structions, Delaney told him to go in and mix it up after the first 
round of light sparring; but instead of doing so, O’ Donnell contented 
himself with tapping and jabbing lightly, scoring polats, ‘tis true, 
but not effective enough as the sequel proved. 

However, if Fitzsimmons thinks that the Antipodean is an easy 
mark, he can make $5,000 by fighting him at any time. Assuming 
that his engagement with Corbett will not require his attention 
until September next, he would have ample time to meet 0’ Donnell 
before he begins to prepare for the battle with the champion.

Matchmaker Jim Kennedy, of the Seaside 
Athletic Club has arranged the following excellent programme for 
the club's next show, which is to be held on Wednesday night, 
April 3. 

The feature of the night will be a twenty-five round contest be- 
tween Joe Walcott, the colored “thunderbolt,” and Mick Dunn, of 
Australia. The men will scale at 153 pounds, Great things have 
been said about Dunn in regard to his cleverness and punching abil- 
ities, 

In all his previous battles Mick has shown himself a great fighter, 
as well as a good ring general. In Walcott, the Australian will un- 
undoubtedly meet the best man he has ever faced in the ring. Dunn 
jehas made arrangements to go back to Adstralia after the battle, but 
should he be fortunate enough to get the decision over the colored 
man he will probably change his mind about visiting the land of 
kangaroos. The curtain raiser will be eight rounds between Michael 
Wellington Leonard and Eddie Pierce, the “pride” of the Fourth 
Ward. Both these boys have met before. The first meeting resulted 
in Pierce getting the decision. The last time the argument was 
declared a draw, and ever since both men have been going about tell- 
ing their friends that he could whip the other. 

Jimmy Handler of Newark, who was brought out by Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, will go against Al O'Brien of Philadelphia. They will mix it 
up for ten rounds at 183 pounds. O'Brien's last appearance in this 
vicinity was at the Manhattan Athletic Club, where he defeated 
Pepper Griffin of Cincinnati. Handler is a candidate for lightweight 
championship honors, and feels confident that he will outpoint the 
Philadelphian. The club has also signed Jimmy Barry, the 105- 
pound champion of the world, and Young Madden of Brooklyn, to box 
twenty-five rounds, April 15.

One of the strangest phases of alleged reform 
in New York State this year is the crusade against boxing, says the 
Buffalo Enquirer. The crusade has culminated in the introduction 
of the notorious and silly Horton bill into the State Legislature. 
Strange thing thatthe men who denounce boxing the loudest are 
those whg have never seen a bona fide contest. Horton, the Wayne 
County Assemblyman who introduced the bill bearing his name, 
_ never saw, it is said, a scientific fight. He puses, however, as a re- 
former of that sport which certainly needs very little of the attention 
of the Legislature, There is but one evil that the ring suffers from, 
and that is faking, but luckily it is a phase of pugilism that is 
passing rapidly. It is something that sportsmen will not stand. 
City Hall legislators and the police let dives and gambling houses 
run wide open. ‘ They let women solicit on the street and immoral 
shows appear at the theatres, but boxing they frown upon. That 
alone is, in their estimation, degrading and brutal, Yet how eager 
these same officials are for passes to see good sparring when there is 
a fight pulled off, Take a young man for instance who goes to see 
two good men box. The reformers say that he is brutalized by the 
_meene. Not so; he is stimulated to healthy physical development. 


Is he not better off at the ring side than in a fashionable theatre 


surrounded by the reformers, watching the glorification of a prosti- 
tute in “The Second Mrs, Tanqueray,” the progress of inherited 
disease in ‘‘ Ghosts,” and the deification of sin in a score of modern 
dramas? . 

Pugilism is essentially virile, It awakens its devotees to some- 
thing of the primeval passion for physical strength and perfection. 
It hurts no one, but positively benefits most men. The reformers tell 
us that the professional pugilist fs a bad citizen. Some of them are. 
So are many poets, many actors, many ministers, many men, in all 
professions, yet it is not sought to do away with them by legislation. 
The average fighter is a good citizen. He earns his living by exer- 
cising a special talent as does the actor or the athlete. Where there 
is a drunken Griffo or Sullivan, there are scores of well behaved 
boxers who indulge moderately or not at all indrink. The reformers 
have branded all pugilists with the bad name earned by a few. Dr 
Parkhurst is a manly reformer, and he favors boxing. 

Two great Englishmen, who were recently honored throughout the 
land, are staunch defenders of the ring. David Christie Murray and 
Dr. A. Conan Doyle are ardent devotees of the sport and among their 
best friends are its leading English exponents. A purer or a nobler 
heart never beat in a man’s breast than in John Boyle O'Reilly's, 
yet he delighted in scientific boxing, and often refereed bouts at 
Boston. 


The Puritans when they had the whip-hand in England stopped 
bearbaiting, not because it was hard on bruin, but because it gave 
the spectators too much fun. That is the situation in this State. A 
few hypocritical reformers, who know nothing of boxing, want to 
stop it utterly because thousands of men get enjoyment from it and 
they don’t. They have urged no valid objection to boxing. hence 
this must be their motive. It is to be hoped that the good sense of 
our legislators at Albany Cte aepeees time to kill the Horton 
bill.

Clever boxer as Tommy Tracey is he proved 
to be a pugilist of very minor quality in the hands of Tommy Ryan, 
with whom he fought eight rounds in Chicago the other evening. It 
was all over when the referee, George Siler, stopped the contest. 
Just one more blow and Tracey's star would have set. As it was 
Ryan gave him such a trouncing that there was no question as to 
who was the victor. The referee called the fight off in the middle of 
the eighth round, and did not render a decision, but 5,000 spectators 
knew that Ryan could have knocked Tracey out with one punch. 
The Australian looked like a broken bottle of Burgundy. His chest 
was one clot of blood, his left eye in deep mourning, and his legs 
were seasick. Tracey was all but out in the eighth round, being 
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knocked down twice, and was so groggy as to be scarcely able to 
hold his hands up. The referee stopped the contest as unequal.

After this eventful showing on Ryan’s part it 
would be an ifjustice to him to class him with Joe Walcott. On a 
basis of comparison with Tracey's battles, with both of them to go 
by, it is not difficult to see how a bout between Walcott and Ryan 
would result. It took O'Rourke's man 16 rounds to put the Aus- 
tralian out of his misery, the latter putting up a stiff fight from be- 
ginning to end. Ryan, on the other hand, had Tracey in Queer 
street after the third round, and could easily have finished him bat 
for Parson Davies, who wished to avoid police loterference.

There were two very wrathy managers in 
Cleveland, Ohio, last week. One controls the Cleveland Athletic 
Clab and the other is directing the affairs of the Imperial Athletic 
Club. Some time ago the latter organization billed a 15-round bout 
between Billy Vernon, of Haverstraw, N. Y., and Jack Everhardt, of 
New Orleans. Almost immediately the Cleveland Club scheduled a 
show for the same evening and billed George Siddons, who hailed 
from Philadelphia for this occasion, and Jerry Barnett, of New 
York. Both shows were held on the same night. Both were fake 
and the spectators at both club houses raised a row of the biggest 
kind, hissed the fighters, threatened the mananagers and angrily de- 
manded their money back It is almost needless to say they did not 
get their money. Managers of boxing clubs bave a peculiar aversion 
in « matter of this kind. They probably fear that they might insult 
their patrons if they offered them their money back after having de- 
frauded them. The attendance at the Imperial Club was so slim 
that the manager decided to cut the Vernon-Everhardt contest to six 
rounds. These scrappers are innocent men. They faked without 
ever a blush, and faked so poorly that Prof. John Donaldson, who 
officiated as referee, chased them out of the ring at the close of the 
fourth round. “I will not be a party to a fake fight,"’ said Donald- 
son in addressing the spectators, after hustling the fakers away. “I 
have been in the ring 18 years and I know itis a fighter’s business 
to give the spectators what they pay for.’ At the Cleveland ath- 
letic Club matters were not a whit better. Barnett and Siddons 
danced around the ring and made shapes at the air, to the great dis- 
gust of the spectators, who hissed both men during all the time they 
were in the ring. The blame for affairs of this kind should be placed 
where it belongs—on the clubs, and not on the fighters. When ath- 
letic clubs wish to rob lovers of boxing they should work up a little 
courage and do it boldly. They should not sell green goods.

Dan Creedon has no business in a ring with 
Joe Choyinski. He met the Californian in Chicago the other night 
and through six rounds of three minutes each was punched, pounded 
and hammered, and was unable t» retaliate. Creedon was so clearly 
ontclassed that the contest was more like a bag punching exhibition 
than a pugilistic event, After the stipulated six rounds were ended 
the spectators howled for another. Joe held up his hands for silence 
and asked Dan to say which was the better man. Dan knew well 
enough, but he wouldn't tell. 

When Choyinski came out of the ring he was just as good as at the 
start. He didn’t look as if he had been in a fight at all. There was 
hardly a mark on him, and he wasn't even breathing hard. 

The verdict of the crowd was that Creedon is a good man, but not 
in Choyinski's class. 

~ 

If John L. Sullivan is so badly off financially 
as his triends pretend, instead of accepting another benefit from the 
man whom he maligned and insulted, he ought to tear himself away 
from the rum bottle; get himself in some sort of shape to box; take 
on a match with a good man, and thereby earn a legitimate liveli- 
hood, instead of wanting to subsist upon the charity of others. Sal- 
livan has been so indolent of late that it has become second nature to 
him to loaf, and the extreme generosity of his admirers has made 
him believe that he can get along without working or fighting. 
That sort of thing was all very well when he was in the hey day of 
his popularity; but the new sporting element regard the big fellow's 
fistic glories in the light of a mere memory, and the man himself a 
fit applicant for a bed in an inebriate’s home. 

With a couple of months preparation, Sullivan might be in a con- 
dition to put up a limited round contest, and any of the clubs that 
make a specialty of glove bouts would be willing to give a fair sixed 
purse to present him as an attraction. A fifteen round bout between 
Sullivan and Kilraln would be one of the pugilistic features of the 
year. The Baltimorean has demonstrated that he is still qualified to 
remain in the game, O'Donnell, too, thinks he can drop the big fel- 
low; so does Peter Maher and Bob Fitzsimmons, and all are eager to 
getatry. IfSullivan had brains enough to see through a pane of 
glass, he would just buckle down and ‘cop out’’ $25,000 or $30,000, 
that he can get by going after some of these aspirants for fame. To 
accept charity from Corbett when he might be earning money him- 
self would be neither dignified or becoming.

THE SPEED OF THE TROTTER.

The speed of the cutter Ailsa has caused some 
fear amoung a few yachtsmen that she may prove faster than the new 
Valkyrie and in the end be sent here to race for the cup. 

The thinking members of the fraternity, however, are not so easily 
depressed. Cup history shows that year after year British yachts- 
men have sent us improved boats, but the Americans have regularly 
met them with craft their superior and retained the custody of the 
coveted trophy. 

It may not turn out so this season, but there are no good reasons 
for believing that the defending yacht will not again be the better 
of the two veasels that come to the line in Septeasber, whether the 
challenging boat is the Ailsa or Valkyrie. 

The same master hand, that evolved the Gloriana, Wasp and 
Vigilant, guided by the experience of the past, has made another 
radical departure. Boldness and originality mark bis latest work, 
and there are high hopes that she will prove quite as successful in 
the cup battles of this year aw have been the many preceding de- 
fenders. 

The opinion of British yachtsmen regarding the Ailsa has been en- 
hanced by her success in the Mediterranean regattas. One well- 
informed expert says : 

“The consensus of opinion is that the Ailsa is phenomenally fast. 
She goes to the windward in peerless fashion. She is not yet in 
perfect trim, but there will be plenty of time to prepare her before 
she journeys across the Atlantic, as everybody now expects she will 
be called upon to do. She shows extraordinary quickness of the 
helm and promises to develop astonishing speed. She certainly is 
an excellent trial horse. Should Valkyrie III beat her the pros- 
pects of our winning the cup would be rosy,”

Passage has been engaged to Southampton and 
return for the Cornell "Varsity crew. The party will consist of six- 
teen persons. It is peculiarly fitting that the Cornell oarsmen, who 
have won 33 successive victories and not suffered a single defeat in 
thirteen years, should cross the Atlantic to meet England's best. 
The Ithaca oarsmen with paper shells, will sail from New York on 
May 29, aud at once proceed to Henley, where they will train for the 
graod challenge cup race, to be rowed on the Thames during the 
second week of July. 

In this event the American collegians will meet the best crews of 
England, France and any other country that may aspire to the 
acquatic championship of the world. which will include the famous 
Leander eight, composed exclusively of the best oars of Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities. This will be the first American eight- 
oared crew to visit England and row in England's greatest regatta 
at Henley, although several four-oared ‘varsity and amateur crews 
of this country have in past years competed in England with varying 
success. 

Everything connected with this trip will be American throughout— 
an American uuiversity crew, composed entirely of Americans, 
coached by Charles E. Courtney, to row a distinctively American 
stroke, rowing in paper boats made only in America and rigged 
according to American ideas, and carried to and from England on 
an American line of steamships.

The racing clement in New York State is happy. 
The Codes Committee which has hal the Percy-Gray betting meas- 
ure in hand for a month past has reported it favorably to the Assem- 
bly, and it will doubtless pass the Legislature without any very 
decided opposition. In framing the amendments to the measure 
which was the principal cause of the delay, the word ‘stake’ is fully | 
defined ia its technical racing significance io the bill. By this 
means one of the objections of Anthony C k is ov The 
bill will probably be passed on Thursday next in the Assembly. 
The amendments to the bill have all been considered, but only two 
have been acted upon of any consequence. The one proposes a State 
Commission for the granting of licenses, and the other buckles up the 
law on city pool rooms much tighter, making the offence of even act- 
ing as a commission or transfer agent a felony, for which the offender 
is entitled to at least one year in jail and a fine that would make a 
piker’s hair stand on end. 
This makes the bill complete in every particular, bat blasts the 
hopes of a few young men who have expressed themselves as prepared 
to open commission houses in the event of the Percy-Gray bill pass- 
ing. There will be a State revenue, the same as last year, which 
means five per cent. of the gross receipts being distributed to the 
county fair associations, to be given {n prizes for farm productions. 
This clause will almost insure the vote of out-of-town Senators 
The third section is amended to provide that such racing associa- 
tions shall have power to hold one or more trotting or running race 
meetings in each year, at which races may be held for purses, prizes 
or stakes. bat no person other than horse-owners shall receive any 
portion of such stake after the completion of a race. The race meet- 
iug must be held between April 15 and November 15, and between 
sunrise and sunset, and not more than forty days’ racing a year, on 
any one course, is permitted. In order to exercise the powers above 
mentioned, the track must be one mile long if running races are to be 
conducted, and iu case of running races and steepiechases, a license 
must be first obtained from a State racing commission.
